FLAG: UP AT VERA CRUZ, 


Hoisted Over Fletcher's Headquar- 


ters with Impressive Ceremony. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, April 27.—The Amer- 
ican flag jwas formally -raised over the 
port of Vera Cruz at 2 o'clock this aft- 
ernoen, the news being coriveyed to the 
State and the Navy Departments early 
this evening in’ a dispatch from Amer- 
ican Consul Canada. His message said 
that the flag raising was accompanied by 
impressive ceremonies. 

“The United States flag,’ he said, 
‘was hoisted over Hotel Terminal head- 
quarters of naval forces on shore in the 
presence of the Commander in Chief, 
the commander of the naval forces on 
shore, their staffs, a regiment of sea- 
men, and a regiment of marines and 
numerous naval officers and civilians. 
*““The: band played ‘The Star-Span- 
gled Banner’ and the Minnesota fired. a 
salute of twenty-one guns. The scene 
was most impressive and was cheered 
by the civilians present.’’ 
The flag floats over the present head- 
quarters. of Rear Admiral Fletcher, 
which will be the headquarters of Gen,

Cruz as the starting point for the army’s 
operation.

PROTEST IN HOUSE 
ATCONSUL'S REPORTS |&2 


Mondell Charges W. W. Canada 
with. Trying to. Inflame 
Public Opinion. 


CRITICISES BRYAN, TOO

For Giving Consul’s ‘Messages Cur- 
rency—Bitter Censure for 
Carothers. .

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Representa- 
tive Frank W.°Mondell of Wyoming, in 


the American Consul at Vera Cruz, 
William W. Canada, for sending to 
Washington in his official dispatches 
what Mr. Mondell called ‘“ inflamma- 
tory reports,” Particularly referring to 
the statements of the Consul last week 
that mobs were in control of Mexico 
City, and that Americans were about to 
be executed, the Congressman declared 
that the conditions. described did not 
exist at the time, and that the Consul’s 
predictions were not going to be ful- 
filled. 


‘Of all the sensation mongers down 
in the district he seems to be the chief,” 
said Mr. Mondell. ‘‘ What he has said 
officially he hag said to the newspa- 
pers seeking colored reports. This man 
Canada should desist from a course 
likely to inflame our people. He is cre- 
ating an erroneous impression at the 
seat of trouble.” 


Bryan Criticised as Hasty. 


Previously in his remarks Mr. Mon- 
dell had expressed a hope that the peace 
proposals might be the solution of the 
Mexican trouble. He said that this 
means of settlement had been offered 
before and should have been accepted 
then. In the course of his speech he; 
paid his respects to the Secretary of 
State, saying that the latter had for- 
warded one of the “ inflammatory ”’ dis- 
patches from Consul Canada to Chicago 


without proper investigation as to the 
facts. 

Representative Kent of California was 
the only other member who directed 
his remarks to the Mexican trouble to- 
day. He spoke mainly of his own ex- 
perience in the republic, where he lived 
for a time. He laid claim to a ‘“ knowl- 
edge and a sympathy with the every- 
day people of that country.”: and was 
heard with the closest attention. He 
asserted that a war against Mexico) 
meant “ posstbix the wiping out of ex-} 
istence of a people who, though back- 
ward, are honest, kindly, and industri- 
ous, and who have the right to live and, 
be led toward civilization.” 

Mr. .Mondell’s arraignment of Consul 
Canada was interrupted by Representa- 
tive Ragsdale of South Carolina, who 
impetuously suggested that Mr. Mondell 
take his criticisms to the State Depart- 
ment instead of attacking public offi- 
cials in the House. 

Mr. Mondell retorted that he reserved 
the right to criticise officials who were 
not observing the amenities of their 
positions. 

“Consul Canada has no business to 
alarm the relatives and friends of these 
Americans in Mexico by sending out in- 
flammatory dispatches regarding con- 
ditions that do not exist and prophesy- 
ing -occurrences like the slaughter and 
executions of Americans that are not 
going to’occur,’’ said Mr. Mondell. ‘““The 
best thing that Consul Canada can 
do,”” he continued, “is to report facts 
and not stir up the public mind by sen- 
sational suggestions. But he is only a 
minor official of the Government. I 
want to refer to a telegram sent by one 
in very high authority, in the State De- 
partment.”’ 


Reads Bryan’s Telegram to Parkin. 


Mr. Mondell then read a _ telegram 
which he said had been sent ‘by the 
Secretary of State on April 25 to.H. A. 
Parkin of Chicago, President of the 
Motozorongo Company, quoting Consul 
Canada’s. message to the effect that 
nineteen Americans and one British 
refugee had been taken from a train by 
Federal troops at Tierra Blanca, and 
that “it is reliably.stated that all of 
these persons may be execyted.”’ 

‘Who sent that message?” snapped 
Representative Madden of Illinois. 
“That is the cheerful message sent 
across country to Chicago by our Sec- 
retary of State, William J. Bryan,” Mr. 
Mondell answered. ‘‘ That is. the mes- 
sage sent to cheer up the relatives of 
these refugees.”’ 

Representative Linthicum of Mary- 
land, a Democrat, interrupted Mr. Mon- 
dell to explain that Consul Canada was 
not appointed by the present Adminis- 


tion. 

“Well, I am not holding the present 
Administration responsible for him,”’ 
said Mr. Mondell. “‘ My criticism was 
directed against the gentleman himself, 
and no.one else. But let me make this 
suggestion. What cannot you expect 
from the Consuls in Mexico when Ca- 
rothers went. and embraced Villa and 
asked him to be an ally of ours; when, 
everywhere, our Consuls are told that it 
is the determination of our Government 
that the present Federal Government in 
Mexico must faH; that it is a hateful 
military despotism and must be elimi- 
nated from the situation? ‘What can 
you expect of our Consuls, except that 
they should echo’the views and senti- 
ments held. a , expressed by their su- 
perior officers 


Says Huerta Observed Proprieties. 


Representative Mondell- asserted that 
in his treatment of Americans President 
Huerta had always shown himself to be 
punctilious in the observance of the pro- 
prieties.- On the other-hand, he insisted, 
the Constitutionalists had frequently as- 
sumed an insulting attitude toward the 
United States, and had he times tnflicted

Kent’s Tribute to Villa, 


** Now, between us and a general war 
in Mexico there seems to be but .one 
thing, and that is the fact that there is 
one man down there, one strong man, 
Villa—a bandit, to be sure, but a child 
of ignorant Indian parentage, who start- 
ed out because he was outraged, because 
he was abused; started out on the hy- 
pothesis that he must make war in ac- 


cordance with his own barbarous meth- 
ods. With the education he had he start- 
ed that way and he proved himself to be 
@ great leader of men. That man has 
been growing and growing, not alone in 
power, but in the knowledge of what 
the civilized world wemxznded of him. 
We have now before us tne choice of 
whether, in view of all the facts, we are 
willing to take this man as in a meas- 
ure—not in toto—our ally, willing to ac- 
cept his good services in conjunction 
with the great republics of South Amer- 
ica; or whether we feel it incumbent on 
us to go into Mexico and declare war on 
the Mexican people, 15,000,000 in num- 
ber, who cannot understand us any more 
than we can understand them, and fight 
through a war to the conclusions. 

** Jt is all very well to talk about war 
and get somewhere, but when the longer 
you fight the less you are going to-be 
understood and the more ignorant hos- 
tility you are going to incur, it is time to 
see whether in oe Ss name we cannot be 
led out of this hell 
‘Therefore, in the hope of peace, in 
the hope that we.may not be forced, and 
that we on 3 not be misunderstood with 

the fifteen century people of. Indian 
and Spanish blood whom we cannot un- 
derstand, and never can until we know 
them sympathetically, I sincerely hope 
that something may be done to stave 
off this impending conflict. 

‘I do not want to see a war started 
here that will result in the killing of 
thousands of our people by a people 
fully armed and by a. people in a war- 
like state of mind. We all know that 
psychologically, as. between a man who 
is mentally in a state of peace and a 
man who is mentally in a state of war, 
you can shoot the latter through the 
heart, and before he dies he will kill his 
opponent; whereas a man who is ment- 

ally in a state of peace, will quit with 
the lightest. gunshot wound. Those 
people down there are, as we cow- 
punchers say ‘on the prod.’ They 
haye arms who did not have until re- 
cently, and as long as their ammuni- 
; tion holds out they will make a despe- 
rate fight. It will be a war of miser- 
able reprisals. We are going to fight 
people who do not know the civilized

‘I would put my neck on the block 
to-morrow if it would prevent general 
war in Mexico. 


“I know what it means—this {fifty 
ears, this.one hundred years, this one 
undrea and fifty years of ‘misunder- 
standing.

As the great warship began 
nto move the band at Fort Adams played 
stirring war melodies.

The music of the band ceased for a 
moment and then men, women, and 
children joined in three cheers, which 
carried plainly over the water. to the 
decks of the New York, whose band 
played *‘ Auld Lang Syne” as officers 
and crew cheered.

Hats and) 
handkerchiefs were. waved and the band 
played ‘‘The Star-Spangled Banner.” 
The giant New York was.in active serv- 
ice.

The ship took on 600 tons 
of coal.. Then. torpedoes were stowed 
away carefully.

Handful of Americans Try to Keep 
Up Social Spirit. 
CHIHUAHUA, April 27.—The .guest 
books of the Foreign Club of this city 
show a list of nearly 30,000 visitors 
since its foundation, but these guests 
would scarcely recognize the place now, 
since the exodus of foreigners to whom 
the club was the social centre of the 
city. There are probably a dozen Amer- 
icans left and a: few other foreigners 

out of a thousand or more. 

The place of Luis Terrazas, Jr., in the 
café, is vacant. Terrazas is a prisoner 
now, permitted to walk the streets, but 
never knowing when an attempt will be 
made to get more money from-him, or 
when his life will be taken.

O'Callahan, like the hand- 
ful of others who remain, has been here 
so long that flight seems preposterous. 
O’Callahan, on chilly mornings, sees 
that the boy lights the coal in the fire- 
place, and he.and his friends still talk 
optimistically of better times, just as 
théy have béen doi for nearly four 
years in‘the face of afl disappointments. 

It was in front of this fireplace that 
the Scotchman bade a 8. Benton, slain 
in: Juarez on‘Feb.' 17 last, was wont to 
engage all comers. in argument, and to 
express ‘freely nions which ac- 
crued -to his detriment *when he made

War News Has. Less . Sensational 
. Effect on Other -!Issues—Sub- 
stantial Gain for Many. 


The possibility of a sudden termina- 
tion of the Mexican troubles, as indicat- 
ed in Huerta’s reported willingness to 
accept the friendly services of the “A 
B C” mediators, resulted.in a sensa- 
tional opening onthe New York Stock 
Exchange yesterday. In the rush of 
brokers to execute buying orders in Mex- 
ican Petroleum, in which a heavy short 
interest had been built up, on the ex- 
pectation of a battle at Tampico, the 
price was pushed up 15 points in as 
many. minutes. 

The opening in Mexican Petroleum 
served as a reminder of the inexplicable 
jump in Rock Island shares a few years 
ago, when a confusion of orders resulted 
in brokers executing purchases when 
they were expected to sell. The oil 
stock had closed on Saturday at 52%, 
with many speculators short of the issue, 
on the theory that a war between this 
country and Mexico would be disastrous 
to the company. 

The change in -sentiment frightened 
many people into covering their commit- 
ments, and the demand:for stock at the 
opening completely overwhelmed the spe- 
cialist, who had scarcely any stock to 
sell. The opening was made at 64, an 
over-Sunday advance of 11% points. The 
next sale was at 65, and the following 
one at 67. The price then. hit the high 
point for the day at 68. 

From that figure a reaction set in. al- 
most as sudden as the advance. In the 
afternoon Mexican Petroleum began to 
appear on the market in large blocks, 
and at the close not only had all of the 
gain been wiped out, but an added loss 
of 1% reduced” the price at the close to 
51%. About 27,000 shares changed hands. 

As usual, the excitement over an in- 
active issue resulted in some odd trans- 
aétions. The specialist in the stock had 
only 200 shares to sell at the opening, 
100 on his books to be sold at 56, and 
another hundred a few points above. 
The first block sold at 8 points above 
the customer’s limit. A broker who had 
an order to buy 100 shares at the mar- 
ket tried to get into the crowd to buy 
when the price was 68, but was unable 
to get into touch with a seller for sev- 
eral minutes and finally got his shares 
at 61, saving his customer $f k 

Brokers ascribed the confusion to ab- 
ager of support by bankers who have 

been financing Mexican Petroleum. 
Stock Exchange houses have been un- 
able to include the stock in bank loan 
collateral, and for that -reason have re- 
fused to buy Mexican Petroleum cn 

rgin. As a result there is very little 
of the stock in the Street to be bor- 
rowed. Fear of violating the law against 
manipulation was said to be back of 
the bankers’ refusal to put out stock to 
check the rise. In times past the situa- 
tion would have been met by giving the 
specialist orders to sell, say, 1,000 shares 
at each point in the advance, which 
would have made the advance moderate 
and gradual, 

Other stocks: shared to a less sensa- 
tional degree in the opening gains and 
contributed to’ what promised to be a 
bear panic. American Smelting and Re- 
fining opened up 4 points. Steel opened 
at 57% to compared to 56% at Sat- 
urday’s close.

Thousands Are Escaping from 
Mexico and All Will Have 
a Chance. 


SMALLPOX ON BATTLESHIP 


Three Refugees at Galveston Down 
with the Disease——Telegraph Lines 
‘to Mexico City Now Open.

WASHINGTON,’ April 27.—Thousands 
of Americans in Mexico are escaping to 
places of safety, and from present indi- 
cations all those who desire to leave the 
country will have an opportunity of do- 
ing so.. Many Americans were arrested 
by the Mexican Federal authorities, but 
most, if not all, of these have been re- 
leased since Gen. Huerta learned that 
there was no truth in thé report.that 
Mexican non-combatants were detained 
by the United States naval forces at 
Vera Cruz 

Order has been restored in Mexico 
City, where demonstrations. against 
Americans had been in progress. 

This announcement was made at the 

State Department: to-night: 
‘**\A& @ispatch from Mexico City, re- 
ceived through the French Embassy, 
states: that there have been manifesta- 
tions against Americans in thé city, but 
that order now prevails.”’

LOWELL ADVISES COOLNESS. 


Tells Harvard Students Time for 
Volunteering Is. Not Yet. 


CAMBRIDGE, :Mass., April 27.—‘* Let 
us strive to have a little of the spirit 
that fills the officers and men of the 
army,’’ said President Lowell to-night 
in addressing a meeting of Harvard ‘stu- 
dents called to consider the Mexican 
situation. ‘‘ Regular soldiers do not 
hold torchlight processions or make pub- 
lic demonstration. 

‘*Young men are all thinking of war 
and of.their duty to serve the country. 
They would be unworthy if the call of 
the bugle did not stir a longing to be at 
the front, and when the war comes 
Harvard will send forth her full toll of 
men, as she has done before. 

“We are told that we are not at war 
with Mexico, and that we shall not be, 
and it is by no means , improbable. 
There is at present no good ground for 
such a war. The President has accept- 
ed the good offices of the great South 
American States. They will spare no 
effort to secure terms which the United 
States can honorably accept. 

“These negotiations will take time, 
and in the meanwhile let us keep our 
heads cool. If we were in danger of war 


with a great power, with’ our small 
regular army, I should urge every young 


‘man .who could do so -to set about pre- 


paring himself for military service. To 
be thoroughly effective this ought to 
be done long beforehand, and, therefore, 
I have ween deeply interested in the 
plan for Summer military camps. which 
will fit college men to serve as junior 
officers and thereby fill the greatest 
need we should suffer in war on a large 
seale: But however large the field of 
operations in Mexico may become, our 
eountry is in no peril. 

“When an army is suddenly expand- 
ed the most pressing need is for trained 
officers. The nation maintains a col- 
lege for such officers, but I am not 
aware that the Government. has_ yet 
called to the flag the cadets at West 
Point. It believes that it can render a 
better service to their country by com- 
pleting their education, and I think that 
until the call for volunteers comes the 
same is true of students in college.’’ 

Major Henry Lee Higginson, one of 
the Harvard men who served with dis- 
tinction in the civil war, gave the stu- 
dents advice similar to that of Presi- 
dent Lowell. 

‘* Everybody knows that you boys wil: 
do. the right thing for your country,” 

said Major Higginson. ‘‘ What is the 
right thing to do? May I begin by tell- 
ing you to keep your shirts on and 
| then wait coolly and intelligently to see 
the drift of national affairs? It may 
be the duty of a man to enter the 
army, or it may be his duty to_.look. 
after his mother or his sister. Any ot 
you who wish to be soldiers would do 
well to join the militia now.” 
The Union, where the meetin 
held, was crowded with undergr 
who showed much enthusiasm. . Dean 
Priggs made a brief speech. Bishop 
Lawrence of the Episcopal diocese of 
Massachusetts was among the guests:on 
the platform. 


TO HONOR DEAD MARINE. - 


Meisenburg’s. Body to Lie in State— 
Nathan Straus Visits. Family. 


CHICAGO, April 27.—Honors are to be 
paid the body of ‘‘ Sammy” Meisenburg 
of Chicago, who, enlisting in the United 
States Marine Corps, was among the 
first to give his life for his country when 
the American forces landed in Vera 
Cruz, 


The Chicago City Council proposes. to 
adopt suitable resolutions eulogistic. of 
the young man, and the body will lie in 
state in the City Hall upon its arrival 
from Mexico. To-day Mayor Carter 
Harrison said that he would follow the 
body to the grave. The United States 
Army and the Marine Corps will be rep- 
resented by guards of honor at the 
funeral, and several compariies of the 
Illinois National Guard will participate.

To-day Nathan Straus of New York 
visited Meisenburg’s parents, who live in 

poverty. He told the mother that he 
shared with her as a Jew the pride she 
felt for her son, and that by dying 
bravely for his country Sammy’ had 
done as much for the honor of his race 
ds any one could do. He gave ‘the 
mother a check and engaged two physi- 
cians to attend her when he learned that 
she was not in good health. 

‘Jews of the United States are proud 
of young men like ‘Sammy Sgt 
burg,’’ said Mr Straus. ‘‘ When I read 
about him I decided to visit the .grief- 
stricken family. soon learned that 
Mrs. Meisenburg was very sick and had 
had-no medical attention. I gave the 
fumily a. small check—I never make 
public tae contributions to poor families 
—and I will see that they are provided 
for after my return to New York. 

“T spent nearly an hour at the Meisen- 
burg home. They have two other sons 
who also are willing to sacrifice their 
lives for their country. ., We are ali 
proud of such young men.’

WILSON EULOGIST 
HEARD IN SILENCE 


Economic Club Listens Coldly 
to Senator Pomerene's Praise 
of Mexican Stand. 


TRUST BILLS DISCUSSED 


Measures Before Congress Regarded 
with Disfavor by Most of 
the Speakers. 


From many varying angles the trust 
legislation inaugurated by the Demo- 
cratic Administration was discussed last 
night at the conclusion of a dinner of 
the Economic Club at the Astor. Ex- 
Attorney. General George W. Wicker- 
sham was the guest of honor, and the 
speakers were Prof. Jeremiah W. Jenks 
of New York University, Samuel Unter- 
myer, Charles F. Mathewson, and United 
States Senator Atlee Pomerene of Ohio. 
Judging from the reception of the re- 
marks of the various speakers the con- 
sensus of opinion was not cordial 
toward the measures on the part of the 
members of the club, of whom there 
were more then 500 present. They in- 
cluded many of the most prominent 
bankers, business men, and corporation 
lawyers, 

Senator Pomerene, who is a Democrat 
and a member of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, began his talk with a ref- 
erence to the Mexican trouble at’ the 
request of the President of the organ- 
ization, William R. Willcox. 

“Iam sure I voice the sentiment of 
every one present,’’ he said at one time, 
“when I say that we all join in a 
prayer that peace be restored. Unfor- 
tunate as 1s the present situation in 
Mexico, the United States can be con- 
gratulated that its fortunes are in the 
hands of Woodrow Wilson. Differ from 
him as we may in some of the great 
issues before the country, all will say 
there is no man of purer or higher pur- 
pose, clearer intellect or more indom- 
itable courage. 

“I was glad he accepted the advances 
of the South American republics with 
the hope that they might stop further 
bloodshed. I know the public is restive, 
I know many insults to the flag and to 
the people have come in Mexico. I, know 
we have been sometimes impatient be- 
cause the President was patient. But 
this great giant cannot afford to become 
hastily angered by the petty pigmy to 
the south—I mean Gen. Huerta\ I hope 
before many suns’ have risen tile nego- 
tiations will have led to peaceful rela- 
tions. I trust President Wilson’s pa- 
tience is not yet exhausted. But if the 
time ever comes when Wilson says, 
‘Lay on,’ then damned will be he who 
says, ‘ Hold.’”’ 

The Senator’s remarks were received 
almost in silence, which was particu- 
larly noticeable coming after the fervid 
delivery of his. speech. 

The remainder of his speech he de- 
voted to the trust iegislation, making a 
defense of the Sherman act, which had 
often been discussed during the evening. 

‘Prof. Jenks had some things to say 
in defense of the large industrial com- 
binations. He said that a carerul study 
of prices for twenty, years enabled him 
to say with a good deal of positiveness 
that the prices which have increased are 
not those of the articles produced by the 
great combinations, but rather those of 
articles produced by their smaller com- 
petitors. He defended interlocking di- 
rectorates, and said that, though there 
were cases where they had worked for 
harm, there were many cases’ where 
they had not, and others where they 
had been decidedly beneficial. It would 
be impossible to make a general law 
forbidding interlocking directorates with- 
out going contrary to public interest, he 
held, or writing a law which would 
necessitate much new interpretation by 
the courts. 

He: said that a real remedy for the 
trust question seemed to be provided in 
the Trade Commission proposed to be 
created, but that this commission should 
be ‘given powers different from those of 
the bill. After investigation, the com- 
mission should be allowed it was his 
opinion, to give corporations permits to 
continue interstate business. along lines 
to' suit the special case, free from danger 
of prosecution before the commission or 
before the courts. 

Samuel Untermyer said he supposed 
he ought to be classed as a supporter of 
the bills, although in many cases he did 
not agree to the wisdom or efficiency 
of the remedies proposed. He added, 
however, that the bills were in their 
present form merely ‘a basis for dis- 
cussion, and that -he had confidence 
enough in the Administration to believe 
that before the‘ bills were cOmpleted:and 
made into law they would meet most 
of the objections that could be made 
against then. 

Charles F, Mathewson, who was the 
most liberally applauded speaker of the 
evening, made friends. with his .audi- 
ence at the outset by saying that there 
was a time when we had no Sherman 
law and that we had got along pretty 
well without. it—a sentiment that was 
liberally applauded. 

“The Trade Commission,” he said. in 
discussing that part of the subject, 

“should not have the right to ask ques- 
tions regarding the inner workings of 
a man’s business merely because the 
answers might happen to prove inter- 
esting to Congress. That has been fair- 
ly well established. The data it can re- 
quire to be. submitted to it should be 
brief. If it can come into a case before 
the court has heard the facts and is 
ready to consider what shall be done 
with an offending corporation, I am in- 
clined to believe it will be held illegal 
as not constituting due process of law. 

“IT would amend the law so as to 
provide that the Sherman act shall not 
apply to our foreign trade at all, for 
we have to meet combinations abroad 
and need all the help we can get by 
our own combinations; further, that the 
act shall not apply to any combina- 
tion or competition which is not in its 
action deleterious to the public ‘welfare.”’ 

Mr. Wickersham criticised the pro- 
posed ‘trust legislation as wholly nega- 
tive and prohibitive except as regards 
the Trade Commission. 

Before the speaking began the officers 
for the next year were elected. unani- 
mously on the report of the: Nominatihg 
Committee. The new officers are: Will- 
iam R. Willcox, President; Frank A. 
Vanderlip and George B. Cortelyou, Vice 
Presidents, and James Speyer, Forrest 
F. Dryaen, Ludwig Nissen, Theodore P. 
Shonts, and rge W. Wickersham, 
members of the Executive Committee.

Medical Society Votes 
Managing of Journal. 


A proposition to place laymen in 
charge of the. business affairs of the 
medical publications of the Medi- 
cal Society of the State of New 
York, which will commence its 108th 
@bnual meeting to-day in the Hotel 
Astor, was voted down at a meet- 
ing last night of the delegates, who 
decided. that medical men should 
be continued in charge of the publica- 
tions for purely ethical reasons, though 
at a loss to the society of thousands of 
dollars annually. The cost Of issuing 
the chief publication, The State Journal, 
was $4,400 more than the income the 
last year. Dr. John C. MacEvitt of 
Brooklyn was the editor in chief. 

Dr. William Francis Campbell, Presi- 
dent’ of the society, in his report sug- 
gested.that the question be referred toa 
special committee to consider appoint- 
ing a business manager. Dr. Alexander 
Lambert, opposing any change, said: 
“We are willing to stand the loss for 
ethical reasons, for decency, and for 
the general good in a proper way.”’ 

Many out-of-town delegates objected 
to the cost of the annual directory, but 
they were outvoted by Manhattan and 
Brooklyn members. 

The Committee on Public Health rec- 
ommended a bill to the Legislature’ for 
an. appropriation of $100,000 to pur- 
chase radium for the New York State 
Cancer Hospital for the treatment of 
epithelioma. State action was also asked 
for providing filtration plants for Buf- 
falo, Niagara, and other lake cities.

Says He Wouldn't Enlist and 
Wouldn’t Serve if Drafted 
for War. 


3,500 .APPLAUD SOCIALIST 


Morris Hillquit Says He Can See 
No Difference. Between John. D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., and Becker. 


Charles Edward Russell, once So- 
cialist candidate for Governor and more 
recently Socialist candidate for Mayor, 
told an’ audience in Carnegie Hall last 
night that under no conditions could he 
be drafted for service of the United 
States in war with Mexico. 

“*I would not enlist for such a war,” 
he said, ‘‘and if I should be drafted I 
would refuse to serve. This may be 
seditious, but if it is sedition, then 
bring on your Dick law. I am not 
afraid. And let the long-eared ass that 
edits THE NEw YorK Times invite the 
attention of the proper officials to 
my conduct.”’ 

A little later Mr. Russell rehearsed a 
version of what has recently occurred 
at Vera Cruz, ending it with references 
to a flag that was in his mind ‘“‘a dirty 
rag.’”’ He carefully phrased the refer- 
ence to the “dirty rag’’ so that from 
the words themselves it would not be 
clear, at is was to the Socialists in the 
audience, that it was the United States 
flag Mr. Russell had in mind. 
Throughout his speech the former So- 
cialist candidate assailed President Wil- 
son and his foreign policy. He referred 
to him jeeringly as ‘‘ Sixteen Gun Wood- 
row,’’ and suggested that this title be 
made permanent in Socialist circles “‘ in 
honor of the fact that the issue on 
which the fleet was sent to Mexico was 
an issue as to whether Huerta should 
fire twenty-one guns, or sixteen more 
guns than was provided for in his offer 
to fire five guns.’’ 
r. Russell insisted that President 
Wilson could not plead that he was hon- 
estly ignorant of the conditions in Mex- 
co, when ‘‘ even the paving stones of 
Washington cried out that it was Brit- 
ish oil interest backing Huerta against 
American oil interests backing the Ma- 
dero revolution and the present effort 
to force intervention.’’ 
For American soldiers and sailors who 
might be killed in Mexico, Mr. Russell 
proposed this epitaph: 

In whatsoever stress or strife, 

Or bloody battle’s toil, 
Through all his short unhappy life 
His heart beat true to oil. 

“President Wilson has been surren- 
dering to capital all along the line,’’ 
Mr. Russell insisted. He told stories 
which he said were ‘‘ from the inside in 
Washington,’ which illustrated the na- 
ture of the alleged surrender.. He said 
the refusal to name Louis D. Bran- 
deis as Attorney General was the first 
surrender, and that the movement for 
free tolls was a surrender to the Hill 
railroad interests. 

* And if some wild jingo calls for war, 
must I rush into a senseless and idiotic 
war?’’ he said. ‘‘I want to love the 
land wherein I was born. Of course I 
do. And I want to honor ~ flag that 
floats over it. Of course I do. But I 
want that flag to stand for liberty, jus- 
tice, democracy, and the rights of the 
people. A flag is worth only what it 
symbolizes.' If a nation should turn in- 
ternational bandit and make the streets 
of an undefended city run with blood, 
then the flag of that nation is nothing 
but a filthy rag. 

‘Patriotism they call it, when the ad- 
*svocates of a perverted jingoism rush 
wildly through. tne halls of Congress 
crying: for war. If that is patriotism, 
excuse me.” 

The meéting brought out about 3,500 
people who indicated by their frequent 
applause that they were nearly all 
Socialists... Morris Hillquit, who pre- 
ceded Mr. Russell as a speaker, said he 
could see no difference ‘‘ between 
Charles Becker, who hired four gun- 
men to murder for pay. and John. D, 
Rockefeller, Jr., who ired whole gangs 
< Se to murder for pay in Colo- 
ra 

The name of Rockefeller was hissed 
and booed for three minutes when it 
was first mentioned, and. was hissed 
liberally at each subsequent mention. 

Mrs. (Laura Cannon, introduced by 
Algernon Lee, Chairman, as a woman 
Socialist. worker from Colorado, re- 
hearsed the story of the Colorado fight- 
ing and told of alleged peonage in the 
mines through the establishment of com- 
pany stores and company houses, which, 
she said, was responsible ig the out- 
breaks.

ANOTHER PRISONER SOUGHT 


Poughkeepsie Police on Trail of| $7, 
Man Who Made Offer First 
to Perjurer. 


Fugitive, Captured in Connecticut, 
Is Defiant for Two Hours Here, 
but Then Breaks Down. 


William E. Burwell, the “St. Louis 
Kid,” who testified before Justice Goff 
on April 11, in an effort to obtain’a new, 
trial for the four gunmen, that he had 
witnessed the shooting of Herman Ro- 
senthal and that the gunmen were not 
involved in it, confessed to District At- 
torney Whitman at 1:30 o'clock this 
morning that‘ all ef the testimony he 
gave was false and that it had been in- 
aspired. 

To this statement Burwell added that 
he had received money for committing 
perjury, and it was learned on high 
authority that he gave to Mr. Whitman 
the narhe of the man who coached him 
and cold .him what to say. Burwell 
made a long affidavit which was filed 
with Justice Goff in_ the application 
for a new triel for the gunmen. He re- 
pudiated the entire document, 

Burwell’s confession was regarded by 
District Atterney Whitman as a biow 
to the de7ense set up by Charlies Becker, 
who was to be tried again within a few 
weeks on a charge of murdering Rosen- 
thal. 


Burwell was arrested in Derby, Conn., 
yesterday, and taken to New Haven. 
Assistant District Attorney Groehl and 
Detective Maxwell of the District Attor- 
ney's staff went to New Haven, and he 
was rushed back to this city, arriving 
here at 11:08 o'clock, and*was taken at 
once to Mr. Whitman’s home. 

Burwell, who says $1,000 was promised 
him for perduring himself, is the second 
witness brought forward in the last fight 
to gave the gunmen who has admitet 
that he committed perjury. The other 
pot gy was AB Dresner, a waiter, 

was ested. a week ago and 
broke down''e cater the examination of 
Mr. Whitman. He also said that he had 
received money, but would not tell who 
gave it to him. 

The District Attorney fs looking. for a 
third man who appeared before Justice 
Goff_on April 11, Samuel Kalmanson. 
Mr. Whitman has reason to believe that 
Kalmanson also lied. 

It was stated last night that the Dis- 
trict Attorney had reason to believe that 
Dresner, Burwell, and Kalmanson wer 
being held as witnesses for the secon 
trial of ex-Police Lieut. Charles Becker, 
and that they were put forward in be- 
half of the gunmen simply because. of 
the desperate straits in which the four 
found themselves. 

Burwell finaly ‘told his story in de- 
tall to Mr. itman, iand said that the

He also stated that he had been 
at an attorney's 
office in the financial district of New 
York. e had been approached first in

said, had sent him to a member of the 
police force in this city.

Becky Edelson Is Freed from 
Jail and Has a Great 
Reception. 


Woman Says She'll Still Talk 
On and Defy the Police. 


Becky Edelson, the first woman to at- 
tempt a hunger strike in this country, 
was freed yesterday afternoon from the 
Queens County Jail in Long ‘Island City, 
and last night was proclaimed the. chief 
heroine of the L W. W. and anarchistic 
agitators at a reception given in her 
honor at the offices of Mother Earth, 
an anarchistic publication controlled by 
Emma Goldman. 

Alexander Berkman, who put up $300 
in cash as bail*for Miss Edelson, pre- 
sided at the reception. and joined the 
young woman agitator in denunciation 
of the “low down capitalist papers” 
which had printed stories to the effect 
that Miss Edelson had quit her hunger 
strike upon ‘being tempted with choco- 
lates and lamb chops in the jail on Sun- 
day evening. 

The release of Miss Edelson was “upon 
a bail bond, which she was careful to

serted that this bail bond

J. Murphy, attorney for Mr. Rocke- 
feller, Sr., firmly believing that the 
crisis had been reached in the Colorado 
mine suituation and that the Federal 
troops must be sent to the region to 
stop further bloodshed. 

Mr. Foster, who was accompanied by 
Representative Thomas L. Reilley of 
Connecticut went to New York follow- 
ing a personal appeal made to John D. 
Rockefeller, Sr., to intervene in Colo- 
rado and prevent further bloodshed, 
and met with a flat refusal. The atti- 
tude of the Rockefellers, he said, was 
little short of defiance, not only of 
the Government, but of civilization it- 
self. They would hear no presentation 
of the case which involved any conces- 
sion on their part toward organized 
labor. 

Mr. Foster carried no direct recom- 
mendation from the President, but 
sought the interview in the hope that 
through discussion and by meeting the 
other side half way a compromise might 
be reached. Mr. Rockefeller and hig as- 
sociates were obdurate. They met every 
suggestion looking to any other settle- 
mnt than that which would b a surren- 
der entirely to their interests with a 
rejection. It was asked of Mr. Rocke- 
feller that he agree to shut down the 
mines pending arbitration; the property 
in the meantime to be protected by 
Federal troops if necessary.

NORTHERN TOWNS ATTACKED. 


Strikers Use Machine Guns—Louis- 
ville Reported on Fire. 


DENVER, Col., April 27.—The miners’ 
revolt now has spread not only through 
all the southern strike zone, but in the 
northern coal fields, where a quiet 
strike has been in progress for three 
years, the strikers late to-day demanded 
that every gun in the possession of the 
mine guards be withdrawn from the 
field immediately. 

At 10:30 o clock to-night it is reported 
that the towns of Louisville, Lafayette, 
and Marshall in the Northern fields 
have been attacked by striking miners 
with machine guns, Louisville being on 
fire. 

One of the most spectacular battles 
of the strike war began at 2:30 this 
afternoon when 200 strikers attacked 
the McNally coal mine of the C. F. and 
I., three-fourths of a mile west of 
Walsenburg. It was taken ‘by the 
first rush of the strikers. The fight- 
ing has continued almost without inter- 
ruption ever since. Two men are re- 

orted dead, and a man and woman are 

own to be wounded, the woman being 
shottin the arm 

Ten minutes after the first shots were 
fired every thing and place in town 
from which the battle could be seen was 
crowded with people. The marching 
and countermarching of the guards and 
strikers looked like moving pictures. 

Shortly after the firing started the 
townsmen could be seen hurrying from 


ithe hobback into the. mining camp. They 


had scarcely reached the main heart 
of the camp when an ‘auto carrying the 
Superintendent and his family charged 
from the mine grounds. The auto pulled 
up at the first doctor’s office reached 
in town, and Miss Margery Gregory, 
the first to be wounded in the battle, 
was carried in. The strikers had shot 
through the door of the Superintendent’s 
heuse just as they were ready to de- 
part. The bullet hit a watch and 
passed through Miss Gregory’s arm. 

Hardly had the dust -from the auto- 
mobile settled when the watchers could 
see a bunch of men break from behind 
the boarding house at the mine and 
make for an overflow ditch that runs 
between the mine and Walsenburg. The 
men had almost reached the ditch when 
one of them fell. 

Ten minutes after the shooting of the 
man six strikers made a break for the 
mine, and a huge cloud of smoke began 
issuing from the buildings. The. board- 
ing house was the first-to go. The 
bunkhouse caught next. At dark to- 
night. all of the camp houses seem to be 
in flames. The tipple and mine build- 
ings around the opening still stand. 2 

Fagen as the fire started at the mine 

man on horseback made his way 
through the south edge of, the town. 
When he reached the open he whipped 
his horse into a gallop and headed for 
a position midway between Walsenbure 
and the McNally mine. He had nearly 
reached the. pinion trees at the foot of 
the hill when he pitched from his horse. 

The attention of the watchers was 
drawn from the horse and rider by a 
terrific explosion. The crowd turned 
to see débris of all kinds flying around 
the tipple at the McNally mine. At 5 
o’clock the rifle fire slacked. The 
guards had concentrated around the 
water tank above Walsenburg, firing a 
half. mile across the valley at “the hog- 
back behind McNally, where the main 
body of the strikers was intrenched. 
When the firing began again the centre 
of.the heaviest firing had shifted to the 
south, and was nearer the Walsen and 
Robinson mines. Late to-night the shoot- 
ing is closer to tcwn. 

An attack is momentarily expected at 
the Walsen Mine. The Walsen is one of 
the largest properties in the district, 
and is the best guarded. There was no 
State militia in the battle, as far as 
could be seen from Walsenburg, 


Troops Sent to the Scene. 


Sheriff J. B. Farr has notified Gov. 
Ammons that he is powerless to cope 
with the situation and fears further at- 
tacks by strikers on other mines and on 
the town of Walsenburg. In consequence 
orders to dispatch a detachment of fifty 
State troops to Walsenburg have been 
sent to Col. W. Davis at Ludlow, but 
it is said the militia will not be able to 
reach there before morning. 

Gov. Ammons to-night admitted that 
he was powerless to suppress the war- 
fare. This admission followed a day of 
wild rumors, some groundless, others 
authentic, in regard to happenings at 
Chandler, Ludlow, and Trinidad, in the 
squthern coal fields, and at Louisville, 
in.the northern part of the State 

The State Capitol from 8 o clock this 
morning until late in the’ day was 
thronged with men and women, some 
of them representatives of the coal com- 
ogn but a great majority went there

CATHOLICS DEPLORE STRIKE. 


Federation Adopts Resolutions on 
. Mine Trouble and I. W. W. 


Resolutions condemning the mine 
strike in Colorado and the recent activi- 
ties of the I. W. W. and kindred badies 
were adopted at the eighth annual con- 
vention of the New York County Federa- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Catholic Societies at the Cathedral 
School Hall, 119 East Fiftieth Street, 
last night. The loss of life in the. strike 
was deplored, and justice to those re- 
sponsible was prayed for. 

Frank Smith, chief clerk of the Court 
of Special Sessions, presided. The 
speakers were the Rev. E. G. Fitz- 
gerald, Cornelius F. Collins, Justice of 
the Court of Special Sessions, and Mer. 
Lavelle. 

Justice Collins spoke of *‘ about 140,000 
arraignments a year in the criminal 
courts of this ais ”* and. added: 

‘The proportion of Catholics of this 
number is enormous and disgraceful, 
and calls for immediate attention. The 
majority of the cases of the Catholics 
brought to court are caused by destitu- 
tion, and could be remedied by some 
Catholic society. The St. Vincent de 
Paul Society is doing wonderful work, 
but has its hands full.’’ 

A motion to form a committee to in- 
vestigate the suggestions made by the 
Justice was unanimously adopted.

Emilie Taber Opposes Rich 
Legacy to Young Man. 


Mrs. Emilie Taber of 343 West Twen- 
ty-second Street began proceedings in 
the Surrogates’ Court yesterday to have 
the probate of the will of her sister, 
Mrs. Rosalie Cestero, vacated, and to 
have Ulysses L. Cestero restrained from 
acting as Mrs. Cestero’s executor. Mrs. 
Taber charged that her sister was un- 
duly influenced in the disposition of her 
property because of her infatuation for’ 
Ulysses L. Cestero, the youthful nephew 
of her husband. The property is be- 
lieved to be worth $100,000. 

Mrs. Cestero died in the Summer of 
1912, and in her will, which was admit- 
ted to probate on Oct. 15, 1912, she 
named Ulysses L. Cestero, who was 
many years her junior, as her chief ben- 
eficiary and executor. Mrs. Taber al- 
leged that fraud was practised upon her 
sister. by several persons, but chiefly 
by Ulysses. L. Cestero and by Fernando 
Cestero, his brother. 

Mrs. Taber said that she and Mrs. 
Cestero had an agreement whereby they 
were to make reciprocal wills, each in 
the other’s favor. This was done, she 
said, in the Spring of 1905, before Mrs. 
Cestero’s devotion to her -husband’s 
nephew became so apparent. Mrs. 
Taber .said that on several occasions 
she had helped her sister with gifts of 
money, of which she had kept no ac- 
count. She said that the gifts probably 
amounted: to several thousand dollars. 
She also told: of -an unfortunate invest- 
ment which Mrs. Cestero once. made, and 
said that when her sister grieved. over 
her misfortune she took over the in- 
vestment and assumed all the loss. Mrs. 
Taber said also that she had loaned her 
sister money on many occasions and 
had always declined to accept jewelry 
from Mrs. Cestero as collateral. 

Two-affidavits were attached to Mrs. 
Taber’s complaint. One was by Jane 
Blakely, who served as housekeeper for 
Mrs. Taber. and Mrs. Cestero when they 
were living together at 678 Westchester 
Avénue, the Bronx, and also when they 
were living at 74* West YForty-fifth 
Street. She said that the two sisters 
were always loving and affectionate 
toward each other, but that Mrs. Taber, 
always was willing to give way to Mrs. 
Cestero. The housekeeper alleged that 
in the last year of .her life Mrs. Cestero 
talked constantly of Ulysses Cestero. 

‘*T thought the good lady was getting 

ear. in her old age,” the housekeeper 
said. 
A second affidavit was filed by Isa- 
ella Tremont, who was the sisters’ 
ousekeeper when they lived at 939 Mad- 
ison Avenue. She said that Mrs. Ces- 
tero and Ulysses Cestero were devoted 
to each other. 

‘* Mrs. Cestero,’’. the housekeeper said, 
“always counted the time when he 
‘would call to see her and would always 
worry when he did not call. She spoke 
of his beautiful eyes, and called him 

‘dear Ulysses.’ We thought she acted 
more like.a young girl with her sweet- 
heart than a sickly old lady.’’ 

Mrs. Cestero and her. sister were 
known fifty years ago as the ‘“‘ Dunder- 
dale beauties’’ of Baltimore.

The second annual Better Baby Con- 
test of the University.

CASE TO HIGHEST TRIBUNAL 


New Statute Supported by Enlight- 
ened Public Sentiment, Says Con- 
sumers’ League Secretary. 


A decision directly at variance with 
the Court of Appeals ruling made seven 
years ago, holding a. similar labor law to 
be illegal, was rendered yesterday in 
Special Sessions by Justices Forker; 
Herrman, and Fieming. The case in- 
volved the recently passed statute mak- 
ing it illegal- for women to work. be- 
tween the hours of 10 P. M. and 6 A. M. 
It was admittedly a test case, and it is 
the determination of both sides to\carry 
on appeals until the case reaches the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

The Charles Schweinler Press of 405 
Hudson Street, the defendant, was ac- 
cused of keeping Mrs. May Cashel, a 
woman bookbinder, at work until 4 A. 
M. each day. It came out in the testi- 
mony that Mrs. Cashel was the mother 
of three children, whom she had to care 
for when not employed as a book binder. 
The decision was that the defendant 
company was guMty of illegally employ- 


ing Mrs. Cashel, and that it must re- 


lease her each night at 10 o’clock. 

Representatives of the Consumers’ 
League of New York and the National 
Consumers’ League furnished data on 
which the briefs of the prosecution were 
prepared by Assistant District Attorney 
De Ford. 

Miss Josephine Goldmark, Secretary of 
the National Consumers’ League, said 
that the decision was a‘ victory in the 
first round of what would surely prove 
to be @.very important legal fight. 

“The case was decided a month ago,’”’ 
she said, ‘‘ but the papers of the prose- 
cution were not in the best possible 
shape for purposes of appeal, so we 
had a new case started. ssistant Dis- 
trict Adtorney De Ford argued in effect 
that’since the decision seven years ago 
the whole trend of American thinking 
had changed, and the controlling philos- 
ophy ‘of the courts had altered material- 
ly. He pointed to the data gathered by 
the State Factory Investigating Com- 
mission as evidence, not available at 
the trial on which the old decision was 
based, that women workers did need 
protection by the State. —

SURE CONLEY SLEW OTHERS 
Burns, Besides Clearing Frank, Aims 


to Fix 20 Ripper Crimes on Negro.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 27.—Detective 
W. J. Burns reiterated to-day his state- 
ment that he and Leo M. Frank’s at- 
torneys have absolute proof that the 
negro, Jim Conley, murdered Mary 
Phagan, and was simply trying to save 
his own life when he charged Frank 
with the crime and with being a per 
vert. 

Mr. Burns again denounced the At- 
lanta detectives and Solicitor General 
Dorsey. He maintains that they do not 
want the truth. He also repeats that 
he is certain Conley is the “ Jack the 
Ripper” who has murdered about 
twenty young negro women in Atlanta 
in the last three years, and that he will 
be .able to fix these crimes on the 
negro. 

Letters written by Conley in his pes- 
session, he says, will prove that Conley 
wrote the notes left by Mary Phagan’s 
body, and also the notes left by the 
bodies of the twenty murdered women. 
The phraseology and handwriting of 


the ‘letters, he insists, are almost iden- 
tical with those of the others. 

The letters are unprintable. The lan- 
guage’ he describes as of the foulest 
character and proves the writer to be 
-F rson of perverted tendencies. He 

nts out that the bodies of his vic- 
tims were also mutilated in a way to 
indicate: perversion.

NEARING A DECISION, 

It is reported that the Senate Canal 
Committee will lay the Tolls Exemp- 
tion Repeal bill before the Senate to- 
day, and it is estimated that from two 
to three weeks will suffice for the de- 
bate in-that body. It has seemed to 
be ‘the purpose of Senator O’GoRMAN 
to delay the report of his committee, 
and he has even been credited with an 
intention of prolonging debate to the 
verge of a @ibuster.

Britain to influence the legislation of 
the Union, has failed miserably. In 
the light of historic evidence and in 
the light of, the recent favorable and 
friendly spirit: shown by: the Govern- 


‘ment and the people of Great Britain 


in the troublesome situation as to 
Mexico, the notion that it is a good 
time to show hatred and jealousy of 
that country is as absurd as it is 
wicked. \ 

Moreover, the events of the past 
few weeks since President WILSON ap- 


rehabilitating the good name of the 
country have made it very plain how 
precious an asset that good name can 
be... The evidence which he has given 
that he values highly the national 
reputation. for frank honesty and will 
use all possible means to sustain it has 
not been without its influence in the 
adjustment proposed .by the chief re- 
publics of South America. It is not 
too much to say that without that 
evidence any foreign nation might 
have hesitated to make the friendly 
offer which these republics have made. 
As to a matter of this sort, the sub- 
sidy hunters may rage and the protec- 
tionists imagine vain things, but the 
mass of honest and sensible Amer- 
icans do not ignore it. In such a sit- 
uation they stand instinctively by the 
President. 








THE RAILWAY ISSUE..TAKEN TO 
THE PEOPLE. 

There are two ways of appealing 
to the people regarding the railway 
crisis. One is to satisfy the users of 
the railways with what is given for 
the money paid to the railways. The 
other way is to foster sound. public 
opinion by proper appeal to the public 
judgment. Both methods are being 
followed by the New Haven Railway. 
Some commuters have agitated for 
lower fares by appealing to the lower 
rates on other railways, but the body 
of them would not accept the service 
provided by the lower rates. What 
commuter would accept a change to 
a ferry in return for the abandonment 
of the electric locomotives. and the 
Grand Central Terminal? In ‘all other 
respects the New Haven has met every 
reasonable expectation. It is trying to 
improve the freight service, which al- 
ways has been efficient, and the gen- 
eral passenger service, which always 
has been as cheap as even the 
Granger States have. dared to enact. 

Mr. ELLIoT?T’s appeal to the popular 
judgment is not confined to the con- 
ditions on his own road. Here is one 
passage from his statement to the 
tockholders’ meeting which ratified 
the dissolution of the’ system: 

If Governmental authorities feel that 

a majority of the American people be- 
lieve that aid should not. be extended 
to the railroads probably: such aid will 
not be fendered. Over 27,000 stock- 
holders should express their opinions, 
for just a little help from the stock- 
holders will make just the difference 
between success and failure for this 
company. One of the troubles is that 
the railroads are being chased around 
the yard, and you know that a hen 
chased about just to hear it squawk 
eannot lay eggs. 

Mr. ELLioTT is right. The politicians 
will stop chasing the railways when- 
ever the people cease to find the 
squawking funny. These 27,000 stock- 
holders are an influence in New Eng- 
land. In the country there must be 
8,000,000 to 10,000,000 interested in the 
profit and loss of. corporate capital. 
That is a larger body than ever voted 
for a Presidential candidate, and there 
are few Representatives or legislators 
who could hope for continuance in 
their careers against the united action 
of those suffering through present 
tendencies. It is true that many. wid- 
ows and orphans are among those 
chased around with the railways and 
the trusts. They. are not voters, but 
they have influence ‘withthe Admin- 
istration all the same, if they only will 
speak up and tell their sufferings 
through the suspension of interest and

Gov. SuuzmR signed special appropri- 
ation bills last year that totaled 
$8,000,000.

GLYNN gave_his ap- 
proval to the spending of but $126,000 
for special purposes. 

A Governor who can save the State 
nearly $6,000,000 after one legislative 
session is worth more than his sal- 
ary. His example will be felt by 
future Administrations and result in 
future savings. Especially this will 
be true of his vetoes of the re- 
appropriation bills, amounting to 
$1,717,554. Great sums of money will 
not henceforth be kept lying idle for 
possible future needs of departments 
and institutions which have got oppor- 
tunely of the Legislature more than 
they could spend legitimately during 
the current year. Where proper ac- 
tivities should be continued; Gov. 
GLYNN has allowed sufficient money 
to cover the year’s expenses, and he 
has weeded out all local appropria- 
tions that were not needed by- the 
State. 

As a result a surplus from the 
State’s revenues of $42,000,000 will 
be created this year above the ex- 
penditures estimated at $38,600,000. 
The imposition of a direct tax can be 
deferred to next year. Hereafter the 
people will be directly taxed for the 
great improvements in roads and 
canals undertaken by the .— State. 
These are extraordinary works. It 
is proper that the taxpayers should 
feel the tax directly in their building, 
since the feeling will enforce econ- 
omy. The watchword of this Dem- 
ocratic Administration has been econ- 
omy. . Gov. Guynn is fulfilling his 
promises.

who defy the law. Law is a universal 
rule of conduct, and should be effect- 
ive upon all persons and protective of 
all property, especially upon that sort 
of “property embraced in the phrase 
“life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- ‘ 
ness.” There is no way of guarantee- 
ing this property to one class and 
denying it to another. 

There are those who think that “ in- 
famy ” in Colorado consists in the fact 
that the militia are shooting work- 
men. It may be contended that there 
is something like infamy in the oppo- 
sition of workmen to society and or- 
der. The militia are as impersonal 
and as ‘impartial as the law. The 
militia cannot ‘take sides or conside 
the merits of the controversy. Th 
militia are the agents of society to 
maintain the principles upon which 
alone society -is- possible at present. 
Workmen with guns and bombs are 
guilty of the faults they attribute to 
capital. So long as there is killing 
there can be neither sympathy nor 
argument. The war proceeds in the 
manner selected by those who began 
the shooting. If Mr. RoCKEFELLER uses 
guns in support of the position that 
workmen shall not organize, he ought 
to be opposed. The same_is true if 
the mine guards use their machine 
guns upon workmen “when they de- 
“mand the rights of combination and 
“ organization which capital has long 
“enjoyed.” The use of cannon to 
“drive miners back to the mines” 
cannot be excused. On the other hand, 
if none of those things is true, those 
asserting them from the pulpit and in 
print are’ not assisting a settlement 
upon' the merits. 

Two things should be insisted. upon 
at the present juncture. The Federal 
troops should be brought to Colorado 
in sufficient strength to quell a for- 
midable rebellion.against the State 
maintained by force and arms. Sec- 
ondly, Gov. Ammons should resist all 
appeals to call a special session of the 
Colorado Legislature to pass laws in 
the present excited state of popular 
feeling. Such legislation would be 
worse than useless. 

Whether or not the heads of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company con- 
sent to the shutting down of the mines 
pending an “ arbitration” of the ques- 
tion whether labor leaders may in- 
vade the State and unionize an army 
of contented workers by means of 
threats and murder, the duty of Presi- 
dent Witson is clear. The authority 
of a sovereign State is being defied. 
The State is unable to quell the insur- 
rection. The presence of the Federal 
troops is needed.

THE WORK OF THE “FAKERS.” 

Newspaper readers cannot be. too 
careful these days. Reports from 
Mexico, or supposedly from Mexico, 
are frequently misleading. The mere 
transmission of news dispatches from 
the centres of information has been 
very difficult of late. There is a 
great deal of jumping at conclusions 
in too many of the American news- 
papers. A just and earnest attempt |: 
has been made by the Washington 
Government to avoid hostilities, if 
they can be avoided with honor. The 
support of the people should not be 
withheld from the Administration’ in 
this trying hour. Therefore it is well 
to avoid being wrought up to patriotic 
pagsion by mistaken clamor. The 
truth is bad:enough, but peace and 
mutual understanding between the 
countries are still possible, though it 
may not seem so to persons who have 
accustomed themselves to dwell on the 
fake horrors of the sensational press 
and base their judgment on false re- 
ports. : 

In view of the uncertain character 
of a great deal of war “ news,” the 
new regulations of the War. Depart- 
ment touching correspondents in the 
field are interesting. Each accred- 
ited newspaper correspondent must 
deposit a certified check for $1,000, 
against which he may draw for sup- 
plies and equipment. He must pro- 
vide a-bond of $2,000 for good con- 
duct; which in case of forféiture may 
be transferred to a charity designated 
by the Secretary of War. Commis- 
sioned officers will act as censors with 
The 
licensed correspondent will have the 
status of a non-commissioned officer 
and will enjoy many privileges. It is 
not to be understood that the-regula- 
tions are intended to hamper honest 
and competent newspaper men in the 
performance of their duty. 

The value of this precaution must 
be tested by its operation, but we 
are afraid it will be ineffective in the 
suppression of many so-called dis- 
patches which can be justly attributed 
to no discoverable correspondent. 
newspaper scarcely 
need to be told that all reports which 
cannot be reasonably verified are 
zealously excluded from its columns, 
and there are many other newspapers 
as cautious. But there are plenty of 
exceptions, which scarcely need be 
specified.

Of course’ human beings cannot be 
treated as LUTHER BURBANK treats his 
seedlings, letting the few of promise live 
and killing all the rest as not worth the 
room they occupy. The starving must 
be fed and the naked clothed, without 
too deep inquiry into the relation be- 
tween these conditions and constitu- 
tional inefficiency. -But making the sorry 
best of ‘‘ defectives,’’ when it stands 
alone, is a hopeless, because a per- 
petual, task, and timely prevention and 
protection, the tendency and intention of 
which are to make needless charity of 


‘the conventional kind, count for vastly 


more in the end. 

Failure to realize this leads to the 
periodic outbursts of criticism against 
the expenses for ‘‘ administration ’’ in- 
curred by what is called organized or 
scientific charity, and the resentment so 
often expressed on the discovery that 
money ‘‘ given for the poor” has in 
considerable part been paid-out for sala- 
ries to trained social workers. Unfortu- 
nately, guarding against future ills does 
not give the thrill of personal -satisfac- 
tion that comes from the old-fashioned 
almsgiving, and there even are people 
who would regret the disappearance of 
the beggar, for the reason that with him 
would go a simple and easy means of 
** acquiring merit.’’

It would seem to be only right that 

books should be placed in a more or less 
favored ‘‘ commodity class’”’ by the 
postal authorities, if anything is, or 
rather as some things have been. Of 
course not all books make for edifica- 
tion, bat no more do all newspapers and 
magazines, and in both cases the pre 
ponderance of effect from reading is 
probably good. Indeed, it is probably 
better for people to read bdoks of pretty 
poor quality than none at all. Dis- 
tinctly bad books, unquestionably harm— 
ful, are few; those either harmless or 
beneficial for oné reason or another are 
innumerable. 
* Hence do the complaints we are re- 
ceiving about the rates of book postage 
since the parcel post law went into ef- 
fect seem to be justified. Cheap postage 
for books would facilitate their distribu- 
tion and circulation, both highly desir- 
able ends, if accepted estimates as to the 
value of literacy be sound, and who will 
doubt. them? And even if books are not 
favored, there should be no discrimina-. 
tion against them, as compared with 
other objects of like weight and size. 
Such discrimination does exist, as sev- 
eral of our correspondents have pointed 
out, and while the postage rate for most 
things has been lowered of late, that on 
books has been appreciably raised by 
the new regulations. 

If the Post Office Department spent 
less ingenuity in figuring out imagi- 
nary excesses of receipts over expendi- 
tures, it might confer a real boon on the 
_country’s readers of books—a large 
class, including many voters already 
and apparently likely before long to 
contain a good many more.

FIGHTING AGAINST WAR. 


It Should Be Done by Strengthen- 
ing the Army and Navy. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I think it was at a dinner given to some 
French and Italian naval officers in Cannes 
that the following statement was made. 
One of the Italian officers said in discussing 
the American Army: ‘‘ America will never 
have an efficient army of real fighting men. 
America is a nation of business men.” 
“ Ah,” replied a French officer, ‘“‘ but sup- 
pose they should make fighting a business.”’ 

Yes, if we only would make’ a business of 
promoting peace and fighting war, and that 
can only be done by the United States bring- 
ing her navy up to the position of being sec- 
ond to England and remaining so. We 
should have a standing army of 300,000 sol- 
diers and realize that soldiering is a trade, 
and that you can’t make an efficient. soldier 
under seven years’ training. 

Do away-with the army posts that were 
placed in the West during the early days of 
Indian warfare and place our troops on the 
Pacific and Atlantic Coasts and along the 
Mexican border. Follow out the idea of the 
Hon. Lindley M. Garrison, Secretary of War; 
have Congress appropriate sufficient ‘money 
so that every. schoolboy may be taught to 
handle a rifie and shoot straight. We can 
very easily gaise a volunteer army, but they 
aré not of much use until, they learn how 
to shoot straight. I think this was proved 
in the first battles of the civil war. 

A stamp tax on checks and a graduated 
stamp tax on receipted bilis would provide 
enough money. The American citizen does 
not know what it is to be taxed, or pay very 
little in comparison with the Frenchman or 
German. If every billboard and poster car- 
ried a 10-cent stamp tax we might have 
a few less unsightly pictures placed before 
our eyes. A good-sized budget, like a 
large navy, goes a long way in maintaining 
peace. So let us follow out the French 
naval officer’s idea and make a business of 
fighting—but of fighting war.

I am interested in dress allowance as part 
of a division of income. May I then ask some 
questions in regard to some items of dress 
allowance as tabulated in Friday’s Timms by 
Miss Causeret? I am a thorough believer in a 
budget for money to be spent, but I feel that 
$150 as a yearly estimate for an entire new 
wardrobe is much too low... It gives men an 
exaggerated idea of what their wives and 
daughtefs may do with a stated amount for 
clothes; they expect a neat, if not stylish, ap- 
pearance on little. A teacher of limited in- 
come shows me accounts in which it took 
$195, with a wardrobe to make over, to take 
her through a year. She is not extravagant 
and does most of her own sewing, including 
the making of her undergarments. 

In Miss Causéret’s accounts the item of 
“‘underwear’’ does not include apparently 
nightgowns,-_ kimono, bathrobe. As these 
are essential garments, they must be in- 
cluded in ‘‘ sundries’ at the expense of shoe 
repairing, handkerchiefs, gloves. Neat gloves 
and shoes are necessary for business or 
school, and should not be sacrificed for any- 
thing. 

Can one buy ready-made shirts, drawers, 
corset covers for $1 per set, and if so where? 
We should like to know. When one goes 
through the Summer with two white petti- 
coats, does one present an X-ray appearance, 
or go to bed while the skirts are laundered? 

Is one Winter coat. without furs or a 
sweater adequate for this climate? Winters 
in New York are quite as cold at times as 
Winters in Albany. 

The young lady who can have a silk or 
wool. afternoon gown for $3 must have a 
nunlike taste for simple gowns without any 
trimmings and an utter lack of knowledge of 
textiles.

A crowd. of such proportions as Ca- 
ruso draws to the Metropolitan Opera 
House filled that huge auditorium last 


evening when, to mark the close of the 
season for the Irving Place company, 
the German players gave upon the lar- 
ger stage the ‘‘ Oedipus”’ of Sophocles, 
So marked, their unusually successful 
season came to a fitting end, and last 
night was a triumph for ‘Rudolph Chris- 
tians in his double réle of director- 7. 
er. This German presentation of the 
Greek tragedy had dignity and beauty, 
while to the part of the suffering The- 
ban King, Mr. Christians og = with 

s su- 
perb’ voice, and’ his great ability. 

He elected to break the course of the 
tragedy into two acts, the first one end- 
ing when the realization comes to 
Oedipus that it was he who years before 
had slain Laius as he rode along the 
sacred ways to Delphi. And in order 
that the performance of the play might 
fall more easily within the limits of a 
New York evening the chorus of the old 
tragedy was largely omitted. Where 
represented at - ae mark the rhythm 
of the story, its was played, as in 
the text o Adolf Wilbrandt, by three 
Elders of Thebes, wno spoke the lines 
to the sighing accompaniment of the 
suppliants, caught up from time to time 
by strains from the orchestra. 

There was no attempt to reproduce 
here the conditions of the ancient thea- 
tre.. The setting was modern, the action 
stageq before a: Doric palace, the slant- 
ing sunlight throwing the shadows of 
its fluted columns against the wall. 
Beyond one saw a glimpse of cloudless 
sky and the outline of distant Boeotian 
mountains. In front of this home of 
Oedipus and on its broad stone steps 
the. tragedy was unfolded before the 
eyes of the plague-ridden folk of Thebes. 
These people of Thebes—played by less- 
er members of the company, together 
with ‘‘studierende der Columbia-Uni- 
versitaet ’’—were massed on either side 
of the entrance, and with the dull reds 
and greens and blues of their costumes 
lent color to the picture. 

such a setting Mr. Christians 
played the réle of Oedipus, that King of 
Thebes who, all unwitting, struggles in 
the toils of a malignant fate and in the 
end is overtaken and crushed by errors 
long gone by and crimes whose black 
significance he never knew. He played 
with power, with resonance of speech, 
and with a fine economy of detail that 
befitted both the sombre grandeur of 
the. tragedy and the vast spaces of the 
playhouse in which this production was 
staged. 

The shattering first revelation which 
led up to the close of the first act was 
met with emotion of a violence that was 
physical; thereafter each re lation 
found him calmer with the caimness 
of a growing despair. When he came 
to the examination of the trembling 
shepherd, which yielded the certainty 
of his final horror, his manner had be- 
come dogged, his voice low and even. 
The break came when, with arms flung 
up, he wheeled about and lifted his voice 
in the lines: 

“ Klar, klar ist alles! 
genug! % ‘ 

There was a shuddering parting of the 
awe-struck crowd, the sound of thun- 
der, a sudden veiling of the sun, a rum- 
bling of music as with the final words 
of his- lament he walked up the steps 
through the columns, and passed on out 
of sight. Mr. Ch ristians realized the 
heroic figure of Oedipus, the King. 

The Jocasta was me. Barsescu. In 
her performance she finely embodied 
the royal kw sheltering woman of the 
tragedy. §& was superb in one silent 
moment when the full realization came 
to her with the words let slip all un- 
consciously by the messenger from 
Corinth. You heard the speech as the 
bearer of the tidings talked with Oedi- 
pus. Between them and the house were 
the suppliants and the elders. 

Beyond them and above on the steps 
stood Jocasta, mounting wearily when 
the significant words reached her ears 
and she knew that the tragedy was upon 
her. There was no sound from ‘her, but 
the swift movement of the arm as she 
flung her veil across her face. Then 
her hands were lifted in an instant of 
trembling supplication before she turned 
and walked unsteadily across the thres- 
aunty This pantomime was dramatic 
poetry. 

The adequacy of the entire cast spoke 
volumes for the stock company in Ir- 
ving Place. Mr. Marlowe was the Teir- 
esias. Mr. Alcher was admirable* as 
the servant who brings from within the 
story of Jocasta’s death and the self- 
inflicted blindness ok Oepidus. 

The material of the “ Oedipus” as it 
was used by Sophocies became a story 
ef the blood-guilt and where it reaches 
back into the dateless centuries of 
Greece, it toudhen upon patriarchal 
peties that we can understand to-day. 

he tragedy has had many presenta- 
tions in recent years. It was given at 
the Irvine Place Theatre in the late 
Summer of 1911, not in:German but in 
English, with John B. Kellerd as Oedi- 
pus. 

It has been given at various universi+ 
ties in this country, but its most impor- 
tant performance in recent times was 
the one given by Prof. Reinharat in 
Berlin, more than two years ago, a sea- 
son when the plays of Sophocles were 
the talk of every pee and when 
three of them were being played in Ber- 
lin at one time. The Rejnhardt version 
was based upon another text, but the 
version of ‘‘ Oedipus in Kolonos,’”’ which 
was played at that time was by Adolf 
Wilbrandt, who wrote for the German 
stage the text that was used last night.

“Most of the people we want to do 
business with,” he added, “‘ speak Eng:

Railroads Suggest This as the 
Only Course if They Can't Earn 
More by Higher Rates. 


CONSERVE, SAYS BRANDEIS 


That's the Need, Not Increased Tar 
iffs, Which, He Says, Would Yield 
the Roads $50,000,000 Yearly. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—In . argu- 
ments and in briefs submitted to-day to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
by counsel for the Bastern railways 
in the advance rate case Govern- 
ment owenrship of railroads was sug- 
gested as the only alternative to an in- 
crease of the net revenues of the car- 
riers. On the other hand, Louis D. 
Brandeis, special counsel for the com- 
mission, offered a brief, contending that 
if the railroatis conserved the revenues 
properly derivable from existing rates, 
there would be no necessity for an ad- 
vance. 

It has been shown, he egaid,*that the 
aggregate freight revenues of Hastéern 

carriers in 1913 was $1,000,000,000, and 
that the 5 per cent. advance would in- 
crease the revenues about $50,009,000 a 
year. 

“It is true,” said the brief, “that 
railroad taxes have increased largely 
in recent years, but the increase has 
béen general in all businesses and the 

ratio of railroad taxes to gross reve- 
nues is still emall, Railroads have, in 
common with ‘other businesses, been 
necessarily affected by the increasing 
rates of interest generally prevailing 4 
recent years. But it must be remem- 
bered t-interest rates fall as well as 
rise, and we appear to mpye entered a 
period of declining rates." 

Mr. Brandeis cuggested that many 
railroads. had strained their credit by 
ay uamee ex ion’ instancing the New 
Hav ston & Main Frisco 
lines, o Rock Island, and Pere Marquette. 
He argued that the increase in the sev- 
eral elements of cost of operation of 
railfonds did not scouts ‘fully for the 
inability.of the companies to earn ade- 
quate profits at existing rates, and that 
the general scale of wages on railroads 
had not increased more than in other 
businesses. He also contended that 
while the railroads have shown a far 

reater efficiency in recent b peat-g both 

personnel, equipment, and roadway, 
in accounting they were weak comi- 
pared with manufacturers, and did not 
know the cost of any of the services 
which they furnish. 

“More potent as a cause of unsatis- 
factory esd income than those enumer- 
ated by the carriers. is théir failure to 
conserve revenues he continued. 
“That failure “<0 in part to the 
omission to effect ecenomies and to ad- 
vance efficiency in operation, and in 

art to the omission to secure payment 
or special or improved services.’ 


Sees Discrimination in Advance,

injustice and discrimination in rates. 
It would give additional revenues where 
relief is not needed, and would fail to 
give adequate revenues to carriers who 
are most in need of relief. The pros-

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Prices Rise Abruptly on Hopeful 
Mexican News.— Day's 
Other Factors. 


The news that mediation for the settle- 
ment of the Mexican situation had been 
proffered and accepted not only by ourr 
selves, but in tentative fashion at least 
by Gen. Huerta, ‘took the stock market 
completely by surprise yesterday. . The 
effect was a Spectacular show of 
strength at the opening followed by a 
‘settling down process which left. large 
net agains in a‘number of leading issues 
with only a few stocks offering. cxcep- 
tions to the gains which. were made 
throughout the list. The dealings were 
not on‘an exceptionally large scale, 
falling as they ‘did considerably short 
of.the largest total of- last week. - It 
was rather a reversal of the proféssional 
position assumed. last. week than any 
general inrush of buying orders from 
the public, which accounted for the 
radical changes for the better at which 
the day’s trading was begun. 

, The course of-prices fully confirmed 
the view ‘that the market had _ been 
in a position in which, good news could 
easily bring about a sudden reversal 
in the course of quotations.. It showed, 
too, how much importance was attached 
even to the bare hope of peace in 
Mexico, for predictions that the good 
offices of the three South American 
countries which have proffered their 
services in the hope of ending the Mexi- 
can crisis would be successful in end- 
ing the conflict within that country, as 
well as in settling the issues between 
ourselves and Gen. Huerta, were re- 
ceived with reserve on account of the 
many difficulties which, will have to be 
overcome. But even the raising of hope 
of a peaceful solution was very grateful 
news, and despite the hesitation which 
was shown to‘ count too confidently 
on the success of the plan there was 
no mistaking the desire of the financial 
community that it might succeed. The 
action of the stock market made it per- 
fectly plain, if that were a thing which 
needed to be made plain, that war, or 
even the fear of war, was an unsettling 
influence from which the financial com- 
munity was most anxious to be free. 

The initiative in advancing our stocks 
was taken by the London market, where 
quotations rose sharply for American 
and Mexican securities before the be- 
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ginning of trading here. But in other

‘quarters of the London market things 
did not go as well, and there were fresh 
reminders of some existing problems, 
including the Ulster situation, recently 
forgotten here though still unsolved. 
The improvement of the Mexican situa- 
tion afforded opportunity for . discus- 
sion of other things in which the finan- 
‘cial markets had been interested be- 
fore its attention and that of the whole 
country had been centred on Mexico.

It is 
evident, however, .that until further 
steps have been taken in that direction

Anxious stockholders of the Rock Isl-" 
and Company, who thought they would 
learn the worst about their property yes- 
terday when the Protective Committee 
for the bondholders met to: discuss the 
McKenna report, were left uninformed. 
The Bondholders’ Committee foregath- 
ered, but found that their expert had 
nét completed his report. The rest of 
the figures are looked for to-day or to- 
morrow, and it is expected that a sum- 
mary of Mr. McKénna’s report will be 
made public.

A Dividend for Steel Corporation. 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad 
Company, which became a famous cor- 
poration after the 1907 panie through 
the investigation of President Roose- 
velt’s reasons for allowing its purchase 
by the United States Steel Corporation, 
has hitherto been a source of heavy ex- 
pense to the parent company, without 
paying any: direct return, but yesterday 
the Directors voted a 1 per cent. pay- 
ment on the common stock. If earnings 
justify it, it is expected that a like 
amount will be paid each quarter, put- 
ting the issue back again on the 4 per 
cent. basis obtaining until the upset that 
came with the panic. The Steel Corpora- 
tion owns all but $225,000 of the com- 
pany’ S $32,530,000 of stock, and at 4 per 
cent. would enjoy an annual return of 
about $1,300,000. Meantime the corpora- 
tion is paying interest on a large amount 
of bonds given in exchange for the 
stock, besides which it has put large 
sums into the Tennessee property. Up 
to the close of 1912 the sums so expend- 
ed by the Steel Corporation totaled more 
than $17,000,000.

. Frisco Must Default, 

Judge Sanborn having refused his con- 
sent to an increase in the St. Louis & 
San Francisco’s debt for the sole purpose 
of paying interest on an older debt, 
through the issuance of $3,000,00 of re- 
ceivers’ certificates, as proposed by the 
Boridholders’ Committee, it is a foregone 
conclusion that the railway company 
must default on the interest payment 
due Friday on $70,000,000 of general lien 
5s. That will throw this issue into the 
courts, along with the securities on 
which a default has already occurred, 
and will materially lessen the difficul- 
ties of reaching an agreement on the 
reorganization assessment, according to 
representatives of the stockholders. 
Speyer & Co. made the following state- 
ment yesterday : 
‘* The. gross earnings of the St. Louis 
& San Wrinclees Railroad lines for the 
fiscal year to date have been quite sat- 
isfactory, in view of the unfavorable 
business conditions, amounting to $36,- 
518,000, a“ decrease of only $245,000 
against the same period of last year, 
but the réceivers have spent very large 
amounts for improvements, both to track 
and rolling stock, and for the payment 
of- equipment obligations, so that they 
do not have on hand sufficient funds to 
meet the May interest.’”’

In Close Quarters. 


There are several big oil plants near 
Tampico, which is back from the coast 
on a river. On the north side of this 
river are located the Waters-Pierce, 
Standard Oil, and Cowdray storage 
tanks, while on the other side is the 
station of the Mexican Petroleum Com- 
pany. These tanks are connected by pipe 
line with the reservoirs further inland 
or with the producing district. The Mex- 
ican Company has a tank farm four 
miles from Tampico with a _ storage 
capacity of 10,000,000 barrels of oil, on 
which about 8,000,000 barrels are now 
being kept. The company had contracts 
ealling for the daily delivery of about 
35,000 barrels, of which 23,000 has been 
produced and 12,000 drawn from, the 
storage tanks lately. These deliveries 
were kept up until three days ago, when, 
according to the information obtained 
by local capitalists, all of the Ameri- 
can employes decided that a proper re- 
gard for their safety demanded their 
instant departure.

MUSTN’T FIX BUTTER PRICES 


Government Decree Against Elgin 
Board of Trade Entered. 


CHICAGO, April 27.—The Govern- 
ment’s decree in the anti-trust case 
against the Elgin (Illinois) Board of 
Trade was entered to-day before Fed- 
eral Judge Landis. In accepting the 
decree Judge Landis declared that the 
action, in which the members of the 
Board of Trade Directorate acquiesced, 
marked the end of the “coloration of 
butter prices.’’ 

The case. was dismissed against the 
members of the American. Association 
of Creamery Butter Manufacturers, 
origindlly joined as defendants with the 
Elgin Board. 

By the terms of the decree, the Elgin 
Board of Trade and its members are 
permanently enjoined from further en- 
gaging in the combination or conspiracy 
charged in the bill. Some of the prin- 


cipal requirements of the decree are 
that the Elgin Board shall not appoint 
any person, persons, or committee tu 
fix or suggest prices of butter; that it 
shall cease to maintain. a quotations 
committee or other agency, which shall 
fix the price of butter; that: it shall 
refrain from quoting or publishing any 
figures purer aes to oe ng brew ene | 
price, unless ey are actua “Af obtaine 
on the board by bona fide sales. 

The entering of the decree does not 
prevent the Government from reopening 
the case should the adh of the 
court’s rule be not obeyed.

Interstate Board Finds Pro- 
posed Consolidation with Lake 
Shore System Justified.

FUTURE FINANCING NEEDS 


Question as to Violation of State or 
Anti-Trust Laws Not An- 
swered Definitely. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 27.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to-day re- 
ported to the Senate that the proposed 
consolidation of the New York Central 
& Hudson River Railroad Company with 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
Railway Company was justified from an 
economic point of view, and might re- 
sult in an annual saving of more than 
the $452,892 additional interest which the 
consolidation was expected to cost. 

The question whether the proposed con- 
solidation violated the laws.of New York 
State or the Sherman Anti-Trust act 
the commission declined to answer defi- 
nitely, on the grounds that the Depart- 
ment of Justice could answer better, but 
it added that if the consolidation would 
be a violation of the law the present ar- 
rangement would be equally illegal. 

The New York Central informed the 
commission that its chief object in con- 
solidating was not so much’ economy 


in operation as the establishment of a 
broader basis for the future financing of 
the companies. The road em tye) 
however, that $325,000 a year might be 
saved through consolidation in the sim- 
Po pena of accounts. other $200,- 
would be — under the income 
tax. Increased public confidence in the 
consolidated bonds, the road’s officials 
added, would also be an important asset, 

The commission’s :report was in re- 
sponse to a resolution adopted by the 
Senate on ria 4 10, 1913, asking for a full 
account of the proposed issue by the 
New York Central of 4 per cent. mort- 
gage bonds for $167,102,400 to take up 
outstanding 3% per cent. bonds now 
standing against that road and against 
the stock of the Lake Shore & Michi- 
gan Southern Railway. The commission 
was also asked to give a history of the 
aang gy bonds, the need for taking 
them up, and the legal. and economic 
justification of the merger... The com- 
—— has since made an elaborate in- 
quiry. 

The purpose of the New York Central 
is thus explained by the commission: 

The Lake Shore owns all of the stock 
of the Toledo & Ohio Central Railway 
Company, of the Chicago, Indiana & 

Southern Railroad Company, and of 
the Jamestown, Franklin & Clearfield 
Railroad Company, and a trifle more 
than 50 per cent. of the stock of the 
Pittsburgh & Lake Erie Railroad Com- 
pany and of the New York, Chicago 
& St. Louis Railroad Company. The 
New York Central intends gr include 
all of these companies so owned or 
controlled by the Lake Shore, together 
with certain of their subsidiaries, in 
the consolidation except the New 
York, Chicago & St. Louis Railroad 
Company. 

The New York Central states that 
the -proportion of bonds to stock of 
the Lake Shore approaches closely the 
limit of separate and economic financ- 
ing of that property, and that the sit- 
uation as to the Lake Shore is fur- 
ther complicated by the restriction 
mentioned with respect to any future 
increase in its capital stock. The New. 
York Central proposes to provide “for 
the issuance, following the consolida- 
tion, of bonds secured by mortgage on 
the combined —_— to be avail- 
able for refunding the present bonded 
debt of the two companies and for 
additional future capital needs of the 
consolidated compariy so far as those 
pests are to be met by the sale of 

bonds. It represents that such a sim- 
plified series of bonds, each of equal 
lien, would find readier confidence 
with the investing public than would 
the separate issues of' the two com- 
panies, each subject to previous issues 
of prior lien, and that they would soon 
become established in the market as 
eat consolidated company’s standard 

onds. 

The New York Central estimates 
that the consolidated company will re- 
uire within the next ten years $350,- 
000, 000 of new money for addition and 
improvement purposes, a sum which 
would increase the present bonded 
debt of the consolidated company to 
more than Unless in- 
creased in the meantime, there would 
then be outstanding against the con- 
solidated company 5,581,100 of cap- 
ital stock. e consolidation would 
have the effect of removing the pres- 
ent sae with respect to the in- 
crease of the Lake Shore capital stock. 
It is, therefore, problematical what 
the stock and bonds capitalization of 
the consolidated company under the 

proposed plan would eventually be. 

The commission adds that its remarks 
as to the proposed consolidation must 
not be construed as medifying in any 
way its previous recommendation for the 
Government supervision of railroad se- 
curities.
